WHEN  TO  PLANT — Anytime  after  the  ground 
can  be  worked,  even  up  to  June  20th,  will  give 
you  good  blooming  plants  in  the  fall. 

SOIL — Dig  the  ground  deep  ;  put  in  quantities 
of  manure.  The  Chrysanthemum  is  a  gross 
feeder ;  if  fed  well  the  flowers  will  be  large  and 
the  plant  strong.
